Strong Caso Presented to the 
Strike Commission. 


EMPLOYMENT IS HAZARDOUS 


THE UNION, HE SHOWS, IS SAFE- 
GUARD AGAINST STRIKES. 


Its Recognition Does Not Mean Dicta- 
tion, but Is a Guarantee of Peace 
and Fair Dealing for Its Mem- 
bership at the Hands of 
Employers. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 14.—President 
Mitchel| made his statement to the anthra- 
cite strike commission today. 

Mr. Mitchell prefaced! his statement with 
the hope that the commission would ‘“‘suc- 
ceed In establishing a relationship between 
the miners and operators that will insure 
peace and stability in the industry for an 
indefinite period.’’ 

After reciting the demands for increased 
pay for the miner, a shorter work day for 
the laborer, the weighing of the coal and 
an industrial agreement the refusal of all 
of which led to the strike. Mr. Mitchell 
spoke as follows on the question of higher 
wages: 

“Of the 147,000 men and boys employed in 
and around the mines, strippings. washeries 
and breakers {n the anthracite coal fields, 
64,072, or 43 per cent, are employed on con- 
tract or piece work; 83,000, or 57 per cent, 
are employed by the hour, day, week or 
month. Of the 64,072 contract men, 37,504 
are miners and 26,268 are miners’ laborers. 


Most Hazardous of 
All Employment. 

The work of a miner's laborer is extreme, 
ly hazardous; in fact, it is more dangerous 
than employment in any other important 
industry in the world. The number of 
persons killed and injured is great- 
er than in any other industry. Each 
day the anthracite coal niines are 
in operation 2 6-10th persons lose 
their lives, and three times as many are 
maimed, and yet these men receive less 
wages annually than are received by men 
performing precisely similar work in other 
fields under more favorable and less haz- 
ardous conditions. 

The number of vears a man can retain 
his health and strength in this occupation 
is limited. If he escapes death or injury 
by falls or rock or coal, he cannot escape 
attacks of miners’ asthma. There is scarce- 
ly a miner who has not contractea this 
malady. The miners are compelled to work 
in powder smoke, in foul air, many of them 
in water and their work is difficult and 
exhausting.. Reputable insurance comp- 
anies will not issue policies to this class 
of workmen, the risks are so great that 
the premiums would be prohibitive ‘to men 
whose earnings are so low. 

The entire 20 per cent which they demand 
as an increase in their wages would not 
suffice to carry an insurance of $1000. 

It seems but fair and just that wages 
paid these classes of workmen should be as 
high if not higher than wages paid to 
skilled artisans in other industries. It is 
certainly not unjust to ask that these min- 
ers should receive as high wages as are 
paid to miners in the bituminous coal! 
fields. in the silver and gold mines or in the 
iron ore and copper mines, all of which 
work is less hazardous, freer from liability 
to disease, requiring less experience and 
less skill and is better paid than labor in 
the anthracite coal flelds.

“The reports of the U. 8. geological sur- 
vey demostrate that more coal has been 
produced annually since the inauguration 
of the eight-hour work day than in any 
preceding year. Each miner yrroduced more 
coal per working day in eight hours than 
he formerly produced in 10 hours, and 
there is no reason why the same results 
would not be obtsined in the anthracite 
trade. The bituminous workers receive in

Defending the third demand that coal 
shall be weighed and paid for by weght 
and that 2240 pounds shall constitute a ton, 
Mr. Mitchell declared that the present 
method of measuring the coal produced by 
the miners in the Lackawanna, Wyoming 
and Lehigh regions has been the source of 
more discontent than any’ other of the 
many injustices imposed upon the miners 
and there can be no contentment among 
these workers until an honest system has 
been adopted. Pa iy for coal by the car 
or by a ton weighing from 2740 to 3190 
»ounds is a flagrant Injustice. The cars 
have been made larger, more lopping is 
equired and there has been no correspon- 
Sp increase in the amount paid per car or 
per ton. The miners have been forced to 
produce a constantly increasing amount 
of coal for which they recelved no addition. 
al compensation. 

The miner should be pald for every pound 
of coal he mines that is sold by ‘the op: 
erator If 2240 pounds constitute a ton when 
coal is sold to the consumer and when ral! 
road companies are paid for transporting 
coal to market, what justice can there be fn 
denying the miner the right to be paid for 
hie labor upon the same baais. 

The anthracite companies, not satisfied 
With an extra legal ten of from 274 to 
3190 pounds, have a syetem of dockin 
through which they apropriate additiona 
part of the miner's earnings. A miner is 
docked all the way from 500 to 1000 pounds 
upon a car, @s @ penalty for loading im- 
purities for which he has already been 
penalized to the extent of from 706 to 900 
pounds in excess measures of weight: in 
other words, he is punished twice for the 
same offense. 

A system somewhat similar, but less 
unjust, obtained in a portion of the bitum- 
inous coal feld many years ago, but the 
miners are now paid by weight upon the 
basis of a legal ton; they are not only per- 
mitted but compelled by the operators to 
employ cheok-welghmen to see that the 
product of their labor is properly weighed 
and 0 correct record made thereo?.”

FOUND IN AN OLD SALT HUT 


THEIR BODIES WERE LIKE MAR- 
BLE STATUES. 


Mining Prospector, Who Discovered 
Traveler and His Mule Seven 
Years After They Disap- 
peared, Describes Their 
Appearance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 14.—George H. 
Tucker, a mining prospector, who has just 
returned from a trip through the Mojave 
and Colorado deserts, tells a remarkable 
story of the discovery of a petrified man 
and burro in one of the large salt fields 
that abound there. He told the story as 
follows: 

“One of the most desolate places in the 
Colorado desert is 32 miles southeast of 
Danby. Here ts a large deposit of rock 
salt 15 milee in length and from one and 
a half to three miles in width. There is 
not a spear of grass or any kind of veg- 
etation. In many places the rock salt crops 


out of the earth, and everywhere in this 
section rock salt can be obtained by dig- 
ming 10 or 12 inches. No one knows how 
deep the salt goes. A number of prospect 
holes have been sunk, but the great amount 
of water encountered at a depth of 25 or 
30 feet makes further mining impossible 
without apparatus for pumping. 

“Some 10 years ago an effort was made 
to bring this immense deposit of salt into 
commercial use. Two railroads were built 
to connect the rock quarries with the Santa 
Fe. It was found necessary to bulld a 
house in the middle of the deposit, and 
for this puspose enough blocks of salt were 
= to bulld a shanty 14x30 feet in dimen- 
sicns. 

“A flooring and roof composed of the pe- 
culiar kind of earth that exists in that 
vicinity completed the building. This ealt 
house, or, as the Mexicans called it. ‘La 
Casa del Sal,’ was used for the purpose for 
which it was erected. But in a short time 
the salt mining operations were discon- 
tinued and the salthouse was abandoned to 
the coyote and desert owl. 


Nights Are 
Always Cold. 


“For the last seven years before we vis- 
ited this building, about a month ago, it 
had not been inhabited, and probably very 
seldom seen by anyone. During the sum- 
mer months in this locality fine saline dust 
is blown in great clouds through the desert. 
The heat is almost unbearable. What 
water is found is undrinkable, and woe to 
the prospector who finde himself in this 
section with an empty canteen. A peculiar 
feature of the climate is that, no matter 
how hot the day, the night is invariably 
cool, even cold enough for forming ice 

“During the summer of 1990 a Swede 
named Johnson who had been prospecting 
in the vietnity started to cross this dry 
lake of salt to Old Woman's Springs. When 
nearly half way across a terrible sandstorm 
blew up. He trudged on until he came to 
the salthouse, where he and his burro 
sought shelter. 

‘T’'nder the eaves of the house he found 
a number of galvanized tanks partly filled 
with rain water. He considered this a lucky 
find, for his canteen was almost empty. He 
drank his fill of the water he found and 
permitted his burro to do the same. 

“The night was cold and the storm con- 
tinued. He determined to c.mp in the hut 
over night. The dead embers of the fire 
were still to be seen when we visited the 
place, evidencing the unusual severity of 
the weather 


Thought They Saw 


a Marble Statue. 

“When we opened the door to this deso- 
late shack we were horrified at seeing what 
seemed to be a marble statue lying on the 
floor. The head was of alabaster. whiteness, 
the hair and whiskers having fallen away. 
The body was outlined under a thin blan- 


et. 

“The sight was so uncanny that we hesi- 
tated to remove the blanket, but finally 
mustered enough courage to do so. The 
body had apcermone A a transforma- 
tion, being nothing less than complete pet- 
rification. The substance was of a nature 
of gypsum, very friable and pure white in 
color. The outline of the body was perfect. 

“The darkness of the interior at first pre- 
vented us from seeing the burro, which was 
standing in one corner. One of our party 
advanced and laid his hand on the anlma!l 
when it fell over against him. The burro 
had undergone the same transformation as 
ite master. The body of the man was given 
a Gecent burial near the house and the 
burro will be sent to the Smithsonian insti- 
tution. 

“The explanation of this strange phe- 
nomenon is to be found fn the kind of water 
that was drunk by the man and the burro 
and in the kind of earth that composed the 
roof and floor of the salt formation. The 
water is heavily charged with chloride of 
sodium. The earth that had been used for 
the roofing contained chemicals which were 
taken in solution by the rain water as it 
dripped through into the galvanized tanks 

“After drinking freely of this water the 
man and his beast had evidently frozen to 
death and were gradually petrified.”’ 


TOBACCO WAR IN BERLIN.

American company which is declared to 
have bought up the Jasmatze factories of 
Dresden and set domestic tobacoo circles 
in this eity agog by purchasing all the 
Turkigh leaf in storage in Dresden in order 
to secure a monopoly of the supply. 

German tobacco manufacturers and reta!! 
dealers are clamoring for protective mea- 
sures and a counter movement to throw off 
the grip which the American firm has ob- 
tained. To complicate matters, two other 
American firms have just entered the field 
by opening headquarters in Berlin. Inas- 
much as the German tobacoo manufacture 
is not a monopoly, the fight promises to be 
a keen one.

Nesbit Law Is Still So Defective That 

‘ Entirely New Act Is Needed, 

: Ex-Election Commissioner 
Kingsland Says. 


Representative citizens of St. Louis, ir- 
respective of party affiliations, are a unit 
in the opinion that the Nesbit iaw does 
not insure a fair election, and belleve that 
the state legislature, which convenes next 
January, should take immediate steps to re- 
pea) it. 

In proof of this contention a comparison 
is urmed between the present law and that 
which was in force prior to its pansage, 
four years ago. 

IT IS POINTED OUT THATONE OF 
THE GREAT FRATURES OF THE OLD 
LAW WAS THE PUBLICITY WHTCH 
ITS OPERATION GAVE TO THE RBG- 
ISTRATION LISTS. AT LBAST 30 DAYS 
BEFORE EL®DCION THE LIST OF REG- 
ISTERED VOTERS WAS PUBLISHED 
AND POSTHD IN EVERY PRECINCT 
OF THE CITy, THUS GIVING AMPLE 
OPPORTUNITY TO DISOVER “PAD- 
DED” REGISTRATION. 

Again, the law of '% precluded registra- 
tion at the City Hall. 

It gave to both parties the right of an 

‘equal number of clerks in the office of the 
Board of Election Commissioners and an 
equal number of judges and clerks of elec- 
tion. 
“It also made the Cirouvit Court the ar- 
bitrar of the registration liste, and any 
person illegally registered could by any 
appeal to this tribunal be stricken from the 
lista. 

The Nesbit Jaw omits all these safeguards. 

Former Mayor Cyrus P. Walbridge has 
prepared for the Post-Dispatch a statement 
showing the inferiority of the present law 
to the old one, and how the party in power 
enjoys a distinct partisan advantage. 

L. D. Kingsland, president of the Kings- 
jand Manufacturing Co., and former chair- 
man of the Board of Election Commission- 
ers, made this statement to the post-Dise- 
patch: 

“T am a Democrat, but above all I am for 
an honest election.”’ 


“There are defects—grave defects—in 
my judgment in the Nesbit law and 
the sooner they are remedied the bet- 
ter it will be for all parties. 

“TI am not prepared at this time to point 
out the specific faults of the Nesbit law. 

“It is true some of its most obnoxious 

features were eliminated by the Legislature 
tWo years ago. 

. “But more trimming is necessary and 
probably a new law altogether is needed.”’ 

Tt has been suggested by Mr. Walbridge 

‘that a non-partisan commission, on the or- 
@er of the Public Welfare Commission, 
which drafted the charter amendments, so 
guccesefully carried, be chosen to deal with 
the subject. Such a commission, Mr. Wal- 
bridge contends, would avoid that partisan 
feeling which usually accompanies any at- 
tempt to modify, repeal or frame an elec- 
tion law, and that it would put the matter 
squarely before the legislators for action.

After 
the prosecution had presented the evidence 
of his crime, he said in explanation of the 
many photographs of one person, that that 
client forwarded his picture, and proofs by 
hundreds had been taken from it for dis- 
fribution.

For a number of years she was employed 
in the Old Ladies” Home on Chippewa 
street. Her wants were few and she ac: 
cumulated several thousand dollars. The 
larger portion of her savings was invested 
in real estate, but she also had nearly 
$1000 in currency and coin. 

After leaving the Old Ladies’ Home she 
rented apartments in a brick tenement 
house at 6922 South Broadway, occupied 
by 16 families. How to secrete the money 
was a question. Finally she hit on an ex- 
cellent expedient, which proved satisfac- 
tory for several years 


Hung Money on Strings 
Between the Walls. 
Above the window sill in the kitchen was 
a small hole in the plastering. The aper- 
ture was visible only upon the closest in- 


vestigation. She converted $700 into two 
bundles of currency, $500 in one and $200 in 
the other, Around these she. tied long 
strings and suspended them within the 
walls. The ends of the strings were fast- 
ened without to the top of the window sill, 
and were so cleverly concealed that she 
deemed no one could detect the artifice.

The verdict of guilty in the ‘Butler case at Columbia marks 
progress in the work of purifying St. Louis. It demonstrates 
that there is no man among the boodlera and bribers, who have 
plundered this city, too strong for the law. The verdict was in 
accordance with the evidence presented. There was no room 
for any other verdict and the 12 men who sat on the jury did 
their duty. The defense in all of the cases so far tried has been 
pitiably weak; in the Butler case there was practically no de- 
fense. Guilt was corfessed by the defendant's failure to testify 
on the charge of attempted bribery, and his admission that he 
took care of his own interests in legislation. The verdict is a 
gratifying demonstration of the fact that sentiment in the state 
and in the city on the subject of bribery is in harmony. 
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GERMANY AT WORLD'S FAIR, 


Mr. Adolphus Busch brings from Germany thé gratifyin 
telligence that the country is much interested in the World's Fair 
and that the German exhibit will exceed in excellence that at the 
Columbian Exposition. 

“It won't be so costly,’ said Mr. Busch, “‘but {ft will be more 
artistic and on a higher plane of excellence. Bulky and: heavy 
machinery is to be guperseded by fine art exhibits and displays 
of new scientific inventions. It will be more dignified and im- 
posing than the Chicago display.” 

This interest is popular and widespgead and is supported by the 
Emperor. The German commissioner to the World's Fair is on h's 
way to this country, accompanied by the architect appointed to 
supervise the constructiog of the German buildings. 

The activity of the Germans guarantees a general participation 
by all the principal nations of Europe. Not one can afford not to 
be a member of the great clearing house of ideas which assem- 
bles in St. Louls in 1904. 

St. Louis will be the capital city of the world that year. Fvery
